back to the farm cry has subsided 
to a whisper. 
But undoubtedly there is anoth­ 
er. 
It is the belated discovery by 
so many who formerly joined in 
that cry that already the agricul­ 
tural idustry is manned

limit of its economic need, and 
that any addition to its labor sup­ 
ply would be hurtful to those who 
are already engaged in it. There 
were spjfp*: who perceived as much 
long ago, woe saw m at the dis 
tresses of the farmers which excit­ 
ed so much concern am ong states­ 
men and politicians, and which o*- 
casioned so many fantastic propo­ 
sals 
in 
their behalf, 
were due 
fundauieniaU,v *.0 che fact that *he 
farm were producing more than 
could lie sold at profitable prices. 
They recognized that we had come 
to have more farms and farmers 
than wert needed, or at least a , I 
many a’s were needed, and that any 
addition to the number would only 
intensify the distresses of the ag­ 
ricultural md a s t r I t was a her­ 
etical idea at the time it was first 


advanced, and those who had the 
tem erity to advance is su ffered 
the obloquy that is the portion of 
the heretic. 
But it is becoming 
orthodox and respectable. 
Dr. Youngblood of our Agricul­ 
tural and Mechanical College ad­ 
dressed the Association of l^and 
Grant Colleges 
In 
Chicago the 
other day. 
Press dispatches re­ 
ported 
his 
address 
briefly— too 
briefly. 
They report him as say­ 
ing that “ this is no time for the 
Federal Governm ent to embark on 
extensive 
reclamation 
projects.” 
To quote the press report further: 
“ He ascribe^ all of tho movements 
o f unrest among the farmers to the 
situation which was at its peak in 
1830, wtyen there was ap overbal­ 
anced agricultural population, 
in 
183U, he said, there were fifteen 
farm families to every urban fa m ­ 
ily. 
They were unable to market 
all of their surplus advantageous­ 
ly in foreign ports. 
The number 
of farmers was kept excessive by 
the opening up o f new land for 
settlem ent. 
Now th!.* land is pret­ 
ty thoroughly occupied, except for 
tho marginal waste laud of doubt­ 
ful value, 
E fficien t farming has 
made it unnecessary for anybody 
to become a farmer. 
Even now 
there are 
all 
the 
farmeif) that 
are needed, 
and if high prices 
should encourage 
too 
intensive 
cultivation 
or 
the 
Government 
should embark on vast reclamation 
schemes, there would probably be 
overproduction. Even now we have 
a »u»pius 
beyond 
i ur 
domestic 
need. 
It i* a good time to let 
well enough alone.” 
Dr. Y oungblood* statem ent that 
all hut a remnant of fit agricul 
tut ai land has already been oceu -ito eradicate. 


pied may justly excite some to 
demur. 
But there can be no gain­ 
saying his statem ent that all the 
agricultural land that needs to b* 
cultivated is already in cultivation. 
To add to the area of it could 
have no other e ffe c t than to a g ­ 
gravate the troubles which the ag ­ 
ricultural industry is now begin­ 
ning to get out of. 
The better 
state of that industry is the con­ 
sequence 
of that 
“exodus 
from 
the farms to the cities” that has 
been going on steadily for a de 
cade and that has been the sub­ 
ject of so much foolish lam enta­ 
tion in which even many who are 
loyal to the interests of the fat 
ruers have joined 
The back to 
the farm 
yty ha.* been popular 
with the organized labor forces of 
the cities. 
One can readily under­ 
stand why. 
But one will not eas­ 
ily understand why so many whose 
first concern is for the welfare of 
the agricultural 
industry 
should 
have lent their voices to sw ell the 
chorus. 
And less readily will op® 
understand why a Government ani­ 
mated hy the most benevolent con­ 
cern for the w elfare of the agri­ 
cultural industry should have put 
itself to such pains and expense in 
varied ways to add to the number 
Of farms and farmer* tim* already 
outnum bered (he need t n9 m easur­ 
ed by the state of the agricultural 
industry. 
A greater fatuity could 
not easily be conceived than tin 
endeavor o f the Government to aid 
the agricultural 
industry by sub­ 
jecting those already engaged in 
ic to a greater competition at rn 
time when excessive 
competition 
wa* 
clearly the cause of the 
evil which the Government sough.
